QUEST FOR PRINCE CHARMINGS 


Clerks 
Have Been Kept 
Busy Since Opening of 
Quail Season. 


Since the opening of the quail sea^son 
on Friday, Nov. 
10, 
David O. Stout, 
county clerk, and his assistants, have 
been 
kept 
exceedingly 
busy 
issuing 
hunters' licenses. 


One week ago Friday was the first 
day of the year of 1916 in which the 
hunter was aJlowed' to gun for quail. 
The season which opened on that date 
will continue until December 20. No one 
hunter is permitted to take more than 
fifteen quail at one time, according to 
law, and if caught in a violation of 
this law is liable to a heavy fine. There 
are many farmers in this county who 
do not allow hunting on their land and 
this, along with the many game pre- 
serves in this section, makes the breed- 
ing of quail in increased numbers much 
faster. 


This is also the open season for rab- 
bits, which may be killed until January 
10. The open 
season 
for water fowl 
(except wood duck) is from September 
1 to December 15 of each year. 
Squir- 
rels may be killed from July 1 until 
November 1. 
The law 
prohibits the 
hunting with firearms on vSxmday and 
it is unlawful to shoot at any time 
along or upon the public-highway.

being offerecü by the Rumanians to 
the pressure of the Austro-German 
invading forces in northerji Walla- 
chia. 
In the important Campulung 
sector, where the invaders 
have 
pressed to within some three miles 
of this city along the roads leading 
to the Rumanian plain, Bucharest 
asserts the Rumanians made pro- 
gress in yesterday's fighting. 


Berlin, reporting on the Campu- 
lung situation, asserts that the Ru- 
manian efforts to drive back the 
Germans in this region failed with 
heavy losses. To the west it is de- 
clared the Teutonic armies have fur- 
ther penetrated Rumanian territory 
in the Alt and Jiul valleys. 


On the Macedonian front, Paris 
reports the Serbians successful in 
extending their flanking operations 
northward, east of Monastir, and the 
French to be pressing the inner de- 
fenses of the city closer on the 
south. 
Berlin records tne defeat of 
attacks' by entente forces on the 
plains south of the city and in the 
Cerna river region' and the recap- 
ture of a height near Chegel in the 
bend of the Cerna. east of Monas- 
tir. 


British attacks last night resulted 
in further progress for Gen. Haig's 
troops in the field of their new of- 
fensive movement north of the Anore 
brook, in the extension of their of- 
fensive movement in the 
Somme 
area in northern France. 
Striking 
northwest 
from 
Beaumont-Hamel 
and north from Beaucourt, the Brit- 
ish pushed back the German lines in 
each case, London announced' today. 
The Germans countered with their 
artillery, heavily shelfing Beaumont- 
Hamel and turning their guns also 
on Hebiiterne. 


At Biaches, south of the Somme 
near Peronnei the Germans attacked 
the French lines, but according to 
Paris, were repulsed. 


The entente campaign for Monas- 
tir continues to show progress. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 18.—William 
Jennings Bryan, former 
secretary 
of 
state, took the first steps to put his re- 
cently announced support of prohibition 
into effect today when he conferred witii 
democratic leaders from all parts of the 
state and demanded the party take steps 
to indorse a prohibition platform. 


In an address to the democrats, Mr. 
Bryan said that prohibition was a com- 
ing issue, and it was his personal de- 
sire that the democrats be ahead of the 
republicans in supporting it. 


Following his address a preliminary 
committee composed of a democrat from 
each of the thirteen Indiana congression- 
al districts was appointed, for the pur- 
pose of considering more definite plans 
for carrying out the suggestions made 
by Mr. Bryan. The committee was to 
meet late this afternoon. 


The plans announced before the meet-

were to take up the question of 
prohibition by organizations in every 
precinct in the state. 
A number of 
state and county democratic ofticehold- 
ers attended the meeting addressed by 
^Ir. Bryan and took part in the discus- 
sion.

Rome, Nov. 18.—The Italian govern- 
ment has joined the other entente powers 
in protesting against the action of Ger- 
many in proclaiming Russian-Poland an 
independent state. Premier Paolo Boselli 
has sent the following telegram to Pre- 
mier Stürmer of Russia: 


"I heartily associate myself with the 
communication addressed to you from 
Paris, at the close of the allied confer- 
ence by my colleagues. Premiers Briand 
and Asquith, with regard to the preten- 
tion of Germany and Austria-Hungary to 
create a new state out of Polish territory 
which they temporarily occupy. 
The 
Italian nation has always nourished the 
most sympathetic feelings for the Polish 
people and we have full confidence that 
the victory of the allied armies will foil 
the illusory plan formed by our enemies 
in contempt of the law of nations and 
conventions in force. The royal govern- 
ment "can only rejoice at the declarations 
already made b>-the imperial government 
guaranteeing the autonomy of the united 
Polish peoples which has been the ideal 
of that noble nation."

With the French Army on the Somme 
Front, Nov. 3.—(Correspondence of The 
Associated Press)—The little squad of 
' American volunteer aviators with the. 
French army has brought down twenty 
one German machines sincê its formation 
into a fighting unit in May of this year, 
according to official figures. When the 
squad was organized there were fifteen 
members. 
Three 
of 
these, Sergeants 
Norman Prince and Kiffen Rockwell and 
Corporal Victor Chapman, have since met 
their death in aerial combats. 
The of- 
ficial figures respecting the victories won 
by the American fliers refer only to 
machines, the destruction of which waa 
observed by flying comrades of the vic- 
torious airmen or by observers 
in the 
French line. 


When the Associated 
Press 
corre- 
spondent visited the camp of the Amer- 
ican aviators today the Fl-ench com- 
mander of the squad, Captain Georges 
Thenault, had just landed from a flight 
along the Somme front during which he 
had brought down a German machine. 
Five of the American airmen were seat- 
ed in their machines waiting for the 
word to start on a two-hour patrol of 
the fighting line. 
They 
were 
under 
charge of their most famous colleague. 
Adjutant 
Raoul 
Lufbury, 
who 
nas 
achieved the distinction of becoming a 
French "ace"—a destroyer of five Ger- 
man machines. 


(Since the receipt of this dispatch 
Adjutant Liifbury has been credited with 
the destruction of a sixth German air- 
plane.) 


Two of these two-hoiu: trips are made 
daily by the Americans.' As the corre- 
spondent watched the airplanes flew at 
half minute intervals and within ten 
minutes had risen to an altitude of ap- 
proximately ten thousand feet. 
They 
soared and circled over the French lines 
ready to give battle to any German flier 
who might attempt to make an attack 
on the French observation airplanes or 
kite balloons. 
The Americans are fight- 
ers purely and take no part in tech- 
nical observation work or dispatch car- 
rying. 


Between flights, the sqimd M housed 
very comfortably in large huts where 
each man has a cubicle. 
Their comfort 
is looked after by soldier servants. In 
one of these huts lives a sLx-months-oId 
lion cub, the mascot of the squad. 
He 
is named "Verdun," in commemoration 
of the fact that the fliers obtained him 
when they were on duty near the famous 
fortress. 
Verdun has as an imderstudy 
a big wolf hound and the two are in- 
separable companions.

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A Constitutional Convention. 


Governor Ralston has iannounced that in his final official message 
to "be delivered to the Indiana legislature when it convenes in January 
a week in advance of the termination of the Ealston tenure of office, 
he will include a recommendation for the calling of a constitutional 
convention in Indiana. Just- how seriiously the action will be taken 
by a legislature heavily adverse to the governor politically remains, 
of course, to be seen, but here's hopini? the recommendation of the re- 
tiring governoEr will receive serious attention and favorable action, 
tt should have both. 


Efforts in recient years to secure constitutional revision in In- 
diana are more or less familiar to the» average newspaper reader. 
Governor Ralston declared for it in 19jl2. Against the champions of 
a new constitution has been a manif€;stly strong element which op- 
posed any change whatever. Some of this element have been candid 
.enough to admits that opposition was jiot based on a belief that the 
jK-esent! state co/istitution is adequate iji every way, but on the selfish 
ground that rescision might bring abo'ftt equal suffrage, a possibility 
o£ state-wide prohibition or other innovations to which they were bit- 
terly and Tinaiterably opposed. They* feared to take a chance lest 


iii: getting many things manifestly nee(Jed there might also be forced 
upon thein some things they do not vmnt. It is this faction which 
has constituted the chief opposition to a new constitution for the 
state to replace the document now som»e sixty years old and wholly 
inadequate in its response to modern id^as of government. 


Governor Marshall, near the close of his term, attempted to 
remedy some of the constitutional defects by a system of amendment 
w^ich the courts killed off as being in contravention to the docu- 
ment's provisions regarding amendments. Four years ago both tlie 
republicans and the prog^ressives, confronted by the amendment 
proposition and conceiving that some stand on the question was im- 
perative, declared in their state platforms for a constitutional con- 
vention to re-write th.e state's charter. Nothing came of it, of course, 
in view of political results that year. "With the state government in 
Indiana soon to go into complete control of the republicans, that 
party may very consisteaitly take up the question again and provide 
the constitutional convention, even at the farewell suggestion of a 
democratic governor. The Sentinel trusts it will do it. 


It is gratifying to observe that one Indiana regiment—the Third 
i-*e0mposed of companies from a dozen northern Indiana towns, has 
betea ordered home from the Mexiqan border, and that the prospec*^ 
is that they will be returned to the home station by Thanksgiving 
day. While from this distance there does not appear to have been any 
marked change in the situation that called for the presence of the 
guardsmen on the border, "Washington must have concluded that the 
troops can be spared, and there is no disposition to hold them in 
Texas longer than is absolutely necessary. Despite the fact that these 
Hoosier soldiers have happily not been called upon to enter Mexico, 
they have performed a distinct service, and their prompt response to 
the call of their country was distinctly to their credit. Northern In- 
diana will gladly welcome their return and will profoundly trust 
that developments within a short* time will permit the withdrawal of 
Jhe remaining guardsmen as well. 


The national convention of the "Women's Christian Temperance 
imidn at Indianapolis eradicated the stereotjnped addresses of wel- 
cdme and the equally stereotyped responses from its opening cere- 
monies and relegated them to a position later in the -program. Per- 
liips we shall see the time when these polite but rather useless func- 
tidiis will be dispensed with altogether. We think it maty be safely 
aasnmed a convention is welcome or it wouldn't have been invited. 
Certain it is the ordinary formal expression of that welcome, as well 
as the formal response, are pretty apt to constitute something very 
miich like a bore. It should not be difficult to utilize the time thus oc- 
cupied in some phase of convention work both more interesting and 
m^re beneficial.

One of the developments in the great 
rise in the prices of all food commodi- 
ties during the past two years has been 
the fact that many dealers have taken 
advantage of the new values to exact 
the same percentage of profit as they 
did under the old prices, and this, of 
course, has enabled them to double and 
sonietinies triple their gains. 


A dealer, who two years or one year 
ago, wag allowing himself 20 per cent 
profit on flour, when flour sold at $3 
a barrel, is now taking the same 20 per 
cent with flour at $12 a barrel, so that 
lie is reaping $2.40 where only a short 
time before his profits amounted to 91. 


The incoming legislature of Massachu- 
setts, which will be sitting in three 
months, could easily be petitioned 
to 
consider 
an act 
requiring dealers 
to 
mark the cost and selling prices on all 
goods. 
The act might contain a provis- 
ion that it should not extend beyond the 
period of the present war, for it is more 
than probable that peace will bo follow- 
ed by a market fall in prices of all 
goods. 


A movement for cost and selling price 
legislation 
need 
not 
go 
beyond 
the 
boundaries of a single state; in fact, 
the publicity gained in agitating such 
legislation would, I believe, have an al- 
most immediate effect on the selling 
prices of some commodities. 


The effect of such legislation or sue!; 
a movement toward legislation would 
have a more direct effect upon food val- 
ues than upon non-edible commodities. 
As a matter of fact, the latter are only 
slightly higher than before the panic of 
1907, and the prices of hides, print cloth, 
leather, 
petroleum, 
lumber, 
window 
glass, pig iron, copper, wool, newspapers 
and coke are only slightly higher than 
in the summer of that year. 


It is the prices of foodstuffs that have 
shot up so recently.

Nation-wide prohibition 
is 
greater 
than a party issue. 
Political conven- 
tions may indorse it, and political par- 
ties may adopt nation-wide prohibition 
as an issue, but the question is far too 
large to be made a mere partisan mat- 
ter. 


The Indiana DaiÌy Times is for na- 
tion-wide prohibition, and has acted con- 
sistently in support of that principle, 
declining to look on it as a partisan 
issue or as a policy which could be re- 
stricted to any party or limited in its 
advocacy to any certain set of partisans. 


We believe, with W. J. Bryan, that 
prohibition is a moral issue. No moral 
issue' is partisan, but rather is univer- 
sal, touching humanity, and aflFecting all 
citizenship and the government itself. 
Parties do not form in politics on moral 
issues, but rather on governmental pol- 
icies and on economic differences. 
Pro- 
hibition has its vital economic side, but 
as Bryan says, it is a moral issue and 
rallies its supporters in all political par- 
ties. 
No party save the 
prohibition 
party is made up solely of drys. 
We 
have seen the results of some years of 
partisan activity on the part of party 
prohibitionists. 
The 
propaganda 
has 
won its way tremendously, but the pro- 
hibition party has not grown to domi- 
nancy save in the field of educational 
prc^pess. 


We must go to the lawmakers of the 
nation to get nation-wide prohibition. 
We do not need to ask what party the 
lawmaker belongs to so long as he is 
right on the prohibition question. 
The 
people must see to it that their law- 
makers in the state are men who stand 
right on moral issues, and this regard- 
less of parties. 


We believe, aa Bryan believes, that 
democrats who ' sit in the lawmaking 
bodies to serve the people should be 
on the right side of moral questions, 
and that democrats in office can not af- 
ford to be on the immoral side of the 
prohibition issue. 
We do not see, how- 
ever, that it is helpful or necessary; to 
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attempt to put prohibition in party plat- 
forms of political parties which fimda- 
mentally base their differences on issues 
other than prohibition. 


Prohibition wins because it is so broad 
and so sane it appeals strongly and con- 
vincingly to men of all politi«U parties. 
No party can afford to "take the im- 
moral side of a moral question," nor can 
the cause of prohibition afford to con- 
fine. itself to any single political party.

"We want to know just how much 
coal we should get for a fifty dollar bilí 
when WÓ buy the mineral like so much 
JewelrjV' City Sealer C. B. Tolari has 
been besieged by queries on the exact 
weight of coal. 


To tell just how much coal you have 
in a bin Tolan offers the following 
fbrmitla: 


First level the surface of the coal 
in the bin. Then measure the bin and 
the depth of coal in the box- 
Multiply 
the length and width of the container 
by the depth of the coal in the bin to 
get the number of cubic feet. Multiply 
that figure by B8.1, if the bin holds hard 
coal and by 52.5, if there is soft coal in 
the box. Divide this sum by 2,000. You 
will have the exact weight of the coal 
in the bin.

Uncle Sam Is not going to have ty- 
phus fever spread Into this country If 
he can help it. 


To do tfals he lhaa evolved some rapid 
fire methods of killing lice in tbe cloth- 
ing and on the human body of those 
who seek to enter this country from 
foreign parts 
where 
the disease is 
present. 


The disease now scattered through- 
out Mexico requires energetic meas- 
ures to prevent Its spread northward, 
wtille the European war Is so distrib- 
uting It through southern Europe that 
renewed Immigration may be expected 
to carry it across the Atlantic. 


Studies that have been made during 
the past year at the Boston quarantine 
station, under the United States public 
health service, have resulted In the 
adoption of a method treating persons 
by means of a gasoline soap spray and 
shower bath and of treating clothing 
and baggage with a vacuum hydrocy- 
anic acid gas process. 


Men to be treated are put Into one 
grroup, women and children in another. 


Each man entering the special bath- 
room at the quarantine station, dis- 
robes and then puts his clothes In a 
canvas bag whicih Is tfltien taken to the 
steam diamber. 


He then steps to the entrance of tfte 
shower tub and while turning slowly 
Is sprayed from head to foot with a 
gasoline soap solution. 
The force of 
the spray causes It to penetrate the 
hairy part and body creases. 


He must then walk the length of a 
tank, ten feet of which Is under a 
shower. 
He cannot walk fast as the 
water In the tank Is knee deep. 
This 
insures that he will be well washed 
before arriving 
at the "clean" 
end, 
where he Is given two towels and a 
blanket while he waits for (his clothes. 


Meanwhile his clotfties and baggage 
have been placed In a small air-tlg4it 
room Into which deadly hydrocyanic 
acid gas Is Injected from a «nail gen- 
erator situated In the open air. When 
all Insect life has been killed the gas 
Is drawn out and the clothing and bag- 
gage restored to their owner, who Is 
now given a "clean bill" of health.

of the country in which they are operating. 
But to thinH of naval forces as engaged In the 
same sort of work is not only highly unusual, 
but rarely «ver done. 


This curious anomaly, however, has come out 
of the present great war. 
The British fleet 
which has been blockading the Aegean waters 
has done just this very thing. 
Far from its 
bases, the fleet has been obliged to live ofí the 
eountry. 
And the Greeks, neutrals, are suffer- 
ing for it. 


Around Saloniki cattle raising Is one of the 
extensive occupations of the Greek land owners. 
And it has been upon these cattle that the 
»»tlors of the fleet have been living for some 
time past. 
Foraging expeditions have been 
going ashore, and, coming upon a herd of likely- 
looking cattle, compelling the owner to drive 
ther-i to the coast, where they are slaughtered 
and taken aboard the ships, to be quartered 
. and eaten in the ships' mess. As for payment 
for the cattle—well, that may come later, and 
again it may not. 


Quita natural It Is that the natives should 
resent such usurpation as 
another 
of 
the 
óptente allies' offensive acts to Greek neu- 
trality. 
The Government of Greece, however, 
Is not in a position -to oppose these acts with 
sufficient force to gain anything by armed 
measures. 
3ut the people are not so calm. 
They, Individually, have made the work of the 
foraging expeditions not only unpleasant, but 
«xtremely haaardous. 


The resentment of the Greeks has been grow- 
ing with each n«w- herd of cattle seised. 
The 
•allors have been encountering a more deter- 
mined opposition, and. In fact, have, in some 
eases, returned, not only without cattle, but 
without one or two members of the party. 


Tiie country Is Just the kind to afford the 
native ample oppoitunity to (mperil the foragers 
%n4 to make th«lr Incursions fraught 
with 
potential danger. Many accounts of the rcBist- 
anee of the native» have been told, but the ex- 
oartano« of Bobart Alexander Carter of the 


royal navy is probably as close a call as any 
single-handed fighter in the foragljig expedition 
has had. 
Attacked treacherously in the night 
by the man whose roof was sheltlng him. he 
escaped death only by the quickness of his 
hand and mind, and returned to his friends 
with his arm hopelessly shattered. 


The foraging expeditions had 
twice 
gona 
ashore, and each time had found no cattle. 
The natives were bland, very blapd. They did 
not know where there were any cattle; 
the 
English had taken them all, the Greeks ex- 
plained. 
But the sailors were not to be de- 
ceived by the subtleties of the land folk. 
In 
the obviously feigned ignorance of tho natives 
the British caught the hidden challenge. 
How 
to take up that challenge was a problem oi 
some difficulty. 


Carter was selected for the effort. A young 
fellow, only 29 years of age, he had a various 
experience in life. He was a, good shq^ a good 
fencer, could ride well and was generally the 
type of man. a sort of cosmopolitan, upon 
Whom dependence could <be placed for such an 
enterprise. 


Carter left Saloniki and started for the army 
by a route which had not been before traveled 
by the British forces. 
It was a longer route 
and not so easy to use. 
This course would 
bring Carter through a new country and give 
him ample opportunity to survey a section of 
Northern Greece heretofore unfamiliar to the 
British. 
If any cattle weie there, certainly 
they would have biien driven into this unfre- 
quented section of the country to secure them 
against English foraging. 


He rode for two days on his reconnoltering 
expedition, without seeing any of the slgits 
that he had been sent to ftnd. An occasional 
peasant's home along the w&y and a few of the 
peasants working in the field were the only 
manifestations he found that the country was 
Inhabited. 


The fi^Bt night he at© and slept with one of 
the natives. The people of the country seemed 
not so bitter against the army as they were" 
towards the men of the navy. 
The army had 
been supplied largely with the things it needed, 
and besides wag so far away that it could 
hardly affect the people along Carter's journey.- 
"With the navy It was different. Tlmo and again 
the sailors had come a day or two days' dis- 
tance and scoured the land of its cattle. 


Carter's second night was passed in the same 
manner that the first one went. 
Continuing 
on his way the third morning, he saw what, 
seemed to him from the distance he was riding 
to be a herd of cattle. They were off far «from 
the road, and he was obliged to cut Into the 
country in order to get near enough to do the 
work of his mission. 


It was shortly past noon before he finally 
came upon the cattle. 
He made a few notes 
of the route he took acrops^ country, and was 
estimating the number of the herd when he 
suddenly became aware that he was 
being 
watched by two of the natives. 
Feigning in- 
difference, he started off on a long try for tha 
road he had left some time beforq. 


The Greeks, however, detoured behind a small 
hill, and, when be had almost attained the road 
again, presented themselves before him. There 
•w«re only two of them, apparently father and 
son, as the lieutenant judged trom the differ- 
ences in their aRen. The son, for eo he later

learned the relation of the two, was a sullen 
youth of about twenty-five years, well armed 
and the picture of desperate hostility. 
Quite 
the opposite was the oldel* man. 
Armed, too, 
he nevertheless possessed a crafty air that wss 
all friendliness, and. Carter noted, exceptions 
ally cunning. 


The Englishman nodded to the two in 
as 
folendly a tone as he could, and, to his surprise, 
the older of the two men answered in rather, 
good English. 
Carter told the father .of h{8 
assumed mission, explaining his presence in the 
field' with the casual statement that he had 
taken what seemed to hinr) a short course. 


The man was very friendly, offering to show 
him a way by yrhich he could ^ave 
inapy 


at the iareek. 
hours of his Journey. He added that the short 
cut could "not be made in the remaining hours 
of the day, and volunteered 'the hospitality of 
his home, which, he said, was on the way, for 
the night. 


f h e three set put in the direction the father 
picked. Carter aiid the older man rpde ahead, 
talHing with a great deal of interest. B< 
followed the ^on, never having lost hi# sullen 
expression. 
The father. Carter learned, had 
been to America for some length of time and 
was keenly interested in the war. 


"You English have not considered u» much," 
the Greek said, "but we, or at least myself, 
feel that It be best for our land if yqu win." 


Carter liked the man's friendliness, but cou|d 


not overcome his hidden, almost premonitional, 
feeling that the old fellow was only covering 
his cunning with apparent warmth fqr the Eng- 
lish. 
Consequently, the sailor 
remained 
on 
guard, although the two hours' ride almost 
served to remove his fears. 


Toward sunset the party drew near 9. secluded 
little cottage among the rocks and trees. "They 
dismounted, the boy led the horses around to 
the rear, and to the old woman at the door the 
Greek spoke in his native tonipie, and soon she 
was bustling over the evening meal with an 
eagerness which further disarmed Carter's sus- 
picions. 
The three ate the meal. Carter and 
the lord of the houehold carrymg on a conver- 
sation about the war and America, while the 
son and the mother talked earnestly, and, much 
to Carter's uneasiness, in the language, which 
was, of course, utterly unintelligible to 
the 
Englishman. 
Occasionally the father would be 
addressed and he would reply shortly and go on 
with his talk with Carter. 


There were, only three rooms in the cottage, 
two besides the room in which the eating and 
cooking was doile. One of the rooms was used 
by the parents, the other by the son. 
Garter 
was given the son's room. 


Upon preparing" for the night, as a precaution. 
Carter, when alone, chp,nged the bed to the 
other side of t)>e room and placed tiie rude .chair 
before the room's only door, so that anyone 
entering would, if unaware that the chair was 1 
there, stumble over it and awaken the sleeper. 
Carter placed his revolver handy and dropped 
off to sleep in his uniform.

However, it was not Carter's 
first experience with sleeping quarters unliise 
those of his Sussex home.

Man Flying Changed by 


from a Clean, 


Hard Sport to 


Fight 
a Clean and Hard 
in Which 
Valor of Enemy 
Never Fails to 
Bring Respect. 


"VE3R since Its Inception aria- 
tion has been a eport re- 
quiring, beyond every other 
sport, 
men 
of 
absolutely 
steady nerves, clear eye and 
cool 
mentalities. 
Without 
the element of personal ag- 
gression, aviation has been 
always a clean sport. 
It Is a contest with the 
air, -fitting inflnite skill and delicate mechan- 
ism 
igalnst the strain and treachery of the 
uppe 
air. 
Its toll has been heavy, but, as in 
every sport, the possibility of danger only lends 
piquancy to the game. 
And aviation offers the 
marlmum of both danger and zest. 


That was the sport before the war. 
From 
what was more or less of a game, aviation has 
been changed by the great struggle to the 
serious business of war. 
To the natural dan- 
ger of the sport has been added the greater 
peril of deadly-in-eamest gun fire. 
The same 
skill, cultivated much more intensively, 
has 
found its outlet in flying through the air on 
scout duty over the enemies' lines amidst the 
volleys from the anti-aircraft guns from below 
and the thrusts of enemy air battleships from 
nil around. 


From a clean, hard sport, it has changed to 
clean, hard lighting. 


Other branches of the service have lost all 
semblance of the old glamor which used to 
shed its gleam around them; they have become 
mere matter-of-fact processes, with only the 
grim end of destruction in view. 
War at best 
has only this end. but previously there has been 
attached to war a certain humanness—the per- 
sonal side, which the present conflict seems to 
have obliterated. 
In place of the personal ele- 
ment in former wars, this one is all science and 
absolute conformity to mechanical standards. 
The man phase Is more or less disregarded, or 
regarded as merely part of the mechanism. 


The glory of the sea has been dimmed by the 
advent of the submarine. 
Those silent, invis- 
ible freighters of death have turned the roman- 
tic recklessness of sea fighters iijto the wary 
caution of battlers with the unknown. 
Direct 
conflict at sea has been reduced to a minimum. 
Torpedoes, long-range guns, mines and other 
modern methods have tended to this result. 


Trench 
fighting 
has also caused 
a 
great 
Change in the aspect of war. The hand-to-hand 


conflicts of past wars have dwindled to in- 
significance. 
No more is there the brilliant in- 
fantry skirmishes that would stir poets and 
painters' souls. 
Nowadays land fighting is a 
nasty business done from trenches at enemies 
which the soldier rarely sees. 
From far back 
of his trench, his guns are pouring their with- 
ering shrapnel 
Into 
the 
opposing 
line 
of 
trenches, while in his own trenches the adver- 
sary's guns are treating him to a like rain of 
shells. 


When an attack is to be made, the guns usu- 
ally have cleared the way for the men. 
In the 
entente offensive of quite recent occurrence 
along the Somme, the British and French sol- 
diers found the German trenches so completely 
and ruthlessly shelled that their capture was 
only a small detalL 
The personal 
fighting 
which has taken place has been full of valor 
and courage. 
But It has been only a small 
part of the conflict. 


The first wild charge of the German uhlans 
In the early August days of 1914 at once con- 
clusively relegated cavalry from the ranks of 
active 
servers. 
The Belgian machine 
guns 
mercilessly swept the ranks of the cavalry and 
annihilated a whole regiment 
Cavalry has 
not been tried since for anything so fatuous as 
a drive across an open plain. 
And so In every 
phase of the warfare the glamor and romance 
has given place to the grimness of merely kill- 
ing by scientific methods. 


It has remained for the newest Instrument 
of warfare to retain something. Indeed all, of 
the chivalry of war. 
Daring and In greater 
peril than any other division of the armies, the 
airmen have clung to the old spirit. 
Or, per- 
haps, it would be more accurate to say that the 
aviators have created a new code of their own. 


Certain it is that the war traditions of cen- 
turies, while they seem to have largely de- 
parted from modern war, are. 
nevertheless, 
cherished and partially^ transformed by the fly- 
ing squads of every nation. 
A word should be 
coined for their spirit, a word that would bear 
the same relation to aviators that chivalry does 
to the mounted warriors of mediaeval history. 


Whenever a Zeppelin is shot down on a raid 
of Kngland, Its crew has always been accorded 
a military burial. 
The civil authorities and 
civilians have frequently declaimed against the 
practice on the ground that men engaged In 
such horrible work as killing noncombatants 
should be treated with as little consideration 
as they show. 
But the aerial defenders think 
differently; they respect brave men carrying 
out, without question, the orders of their gov- 
ernment. 


Probably the element of personal contact In- 
volved in air fighting as it is involved In few 
other phases of the war accounts for the gal- 
lant spirit which the air warriors display to- 
ward one another. 
In the air game, the piti- 
less science part of war becomes a shadow, and 
fighting narrows down to two men who pit their 
courage and skill against two men of the ene- 
my doing the same thing. 


Any feeling of kindliness for an enemy is nbt 
to be mistaken for weakness. 
It Is not friend- 
liness for the ehemy himself that is shown; 
the tenacity with which they fight disproves 
that. 
Rather is it the admiration of brave men 
for brave men, for— 
"There is no East nqr West, border nor breed 
nor birth. 


When two strong men stai)d 
face 
to 
face. 


though they come from the ends of tha 
earth." 


Recently an encounter took place over the 
British lines in which the British airman was 
victorious. 
Gaining the advantage, he forced 
the German monoplane gradually down until it 
was obliged to land a captive behind the lines. 
The first aotlon which the successful 
fighter 
did when he himself had landed was to come to 
his vanquished adversary and salute him and 
shake his hand. 


This romantic idealism attached to atr fight« 
Ing creates hot only a feeling of respect for a 
foe, but also one of genuine admiration and 
even affection for the foe's courageous spirit. 
The attitude which the airmen hold for one 
another can well be Illustrated by the story of 
Lieut. Dixon C. H. Knight of the Royal Avia- 
tion Corps, in the recent allied drive along the 
Somme. 


Morning dawned upon the same hard strug- 
gle. Over the batUe-flayed flleld of France each 
new dawn saw only the same relentless land- 
scape. 
A stir here and there, 
cannonading 
along some line, and the eternal waiting, wait- 
ing in the trenches. 
Winter with its rigors 
had pased into spring, but spring along the 
iront 
"everywhere In France" knew only a 
little, harsh verdure. 


July had come and the sun rose early and 
flooded the field with heat and light, if not 
with Its usual peace. 
The river wound along 
the plain in its short, earnest course to the sea. 
If each day had not known the happiness of 
other times, the last few weeks had at least 
seen a certain calm settle down In which the 
fighting had changed from desultory to prac- 
tically none at all. 


But this day the very air seemed full of a 
potent difference—a change. 
In the trenches 
which at the same time faced the sun and the 
forces of the central powers, there was a new 
movement. 
And back of the lines, far to the 


».•it/" 


Ing about In the atr, were the eyes of the guns. 
They caught the picture of the enemy and 
flashed it along the nerve chords of their wire- 
less Instruments to the commanders of the ar- 
tillery. 


In their turn, the Germans sensed the peril 
of the renewed activity in the opposing line«. 
Never before had such a formidable display of 
air strength been made. All sides felt that the 
period of marking time had ended and that real 
work hqd commenced. 
Equipped with splendid 
antiaircraft guns, the Germans were holding 
the swarming fleet of the enemy at bay. 


As yet the British craft had learned nothing 
of particular advantage. 
They were afraid to 
risk direct flying in the face of the Are of the 
guns designed for the destruction of just such 
craft as theirs. 


To venture the whole fleet in a sudden rush 
over the lines would have been folly. 
Those 
lines held too much of the unTcnown. Only one 
must proceed, no matter what the danger. The 
strengrth of the enemy must be appraised flrst 
before he was seriously attacked. 
Scouting Is 
never done by whole companies; It Is too deli- 
cate work for that. 


Lieut. Dixon and his aviator, MarUn Llndlay, 
would go. 


The British machine was one of the 100 


rear, the size and Importance of the returned 
horse-power scout ships whioh could best do 


activities after lethargic days of watting. In- 
creased and took on various aspects. 
The word 
had come. 
The advance, awaited alike by the 
soldiers and the world, had been ordered. 
The 
Invader was to be driven out. 
France was to 
be cleared and England to be made secure. 


In those trenches of the north which rested 


the hard, fast work required by the undertak- 
ing. 
Mounted ahead of the pilot was the ma- 
chine gun, which protruded like a menacing 
finger. 


Dixon and Llndlay ascended with their craft 
and proceeded at once to the tremendous alti- 
tudes which meant security. 
Over the enemies' 


In the valley, of the Somme, it was the British 
lines they soared, far too high to be touched by 
soldiers who had gotten the word. 
In the rear 
the antiaircraft guns, even if so small a target 
could be hit 
But, at the same time, the Brit- 
ish airmen were too high for any effective 
work. 
To them, the slim thread of the river 
and the mere movement of life was all that was 
perceptible (rom their height. 


Then the dangerous part of the expedition 
began. 
The descent was started and to the 
men In the plane it seemed that the earth was 
coming up to meet them. 
And as It came, it 
began to spout little puffs of smoke straight into 
the air, 
Tho gray forms below, their line of 
forward trenches, the guns posted in the rea^- 
all this Dixon and Llndlay saw. 
Far to tt)e 
west wasuthe other line of trenches, the British 
works. 


Like a knight taking up the gauntlet thrown 
down before him, a great German Albatross 
•lowly mounted to the air to. give battle to the 
solitary observer overhead. 
Heavier and with 


the gunners were making ready for the gruelling 
task before them. 
Wagon trains and truck 
trains were bringing In the tons of ammunition 
that was to render the earth an inferno and the 
heavens a reeking mass of acrid flre. 


One by one the air craft mounted Into their 
element. 
Thelr's now was 
the 
preliminary 
work. 
Where the German guns and trenches 
were posted had not been determined by the 
British gunners. 
In this war, more than any 
other, the gunners do not sight their target 
before the fighting begins. 


Like a swarm of hornets the aeroplanes of 
the ISngllsh fllled the high altitudes above the 
lines. ^ They must be away and beyond to ob- 
serve the position of the enemy, to make notes 
on his strength, to give the intelligence which 
would direct the gun flre. The big guns-sd far 
back from the line had to see. These craft, fly- 


a more dSMgU^aa gun, consequently, the Alba- 
tross was likely to prove a dangerous foe to the 
Dixon's craft. What little the Albatross lost in 
speed It made up In formldableness with its 
armament. 
The contest would by no means be 
an unequal one. 


From a long distance they seemed to parry 
each other's strokes. 
Gradually 
they 
drew 
closer, the Albatross relying on its superior 
gun, while the British scout put its trust in the 
greater speed it possessed. 


One of the Albatross' volleys as the two 
whirred past each other found its way along 
the fusilage, painfully wounding Llndlay on the 
left leg and at the same time snapping one of 
the rudder control wires. 
The result was that 
the British scout suddenly began to fly in a 
disconcerting circle. 
Llndlay grimly hung on 
to his levers. 
Dixon crawled back from the 
gunner's pit and began to twist the broken ends 
of the wire together. 
The German, 
mean- 
while. had checked the headlong direction of 
its flight and had turned again to the combat. 


Perceiving the helpless, short circles in which 
the British were flying, the German pilot real- 
ized about what had happened, and valiantly 
withdrew a little distance, the gunner at the 
same time withholding his flre. The Germans 
knew that if the British plane was helpless its 
only alternative would be to descend. 


But Dixon had other hopes. 
With deftness 
and dispatch he had flxed the broken stmnds of 
wire, and, with the assurances of Llndlay that 
the j>aln In his leg was not too great to con- 
tinue the battle, the British craft straight- 
ened out its course and flew to a position far 
opposite the Albatross. 


From below, the men In the trenches watched 
breathlessly the outcome of the conflict. Should 
the scout be defeated it would mean for the 
Germans that the aerial work of the British 
would at least receive a check sufflclent to hold 
them off for some time. To the British gunners 
the information which Dixon and Lindlay had 
obtained was of the greatest importance. 


The struggle was renewed, each craft coming 
In great swoops toward the other. 
This time. 
In passing, the British craft made a sudden 
swift turn Just at the moment of greatest peril, 
swung under the Albatross, and completed a 
U-shaped maneuver which brought Dlxoh and 
Llndlay up athwart the rear of the Albatross. 
. It was the trick each had been trying to turn* 
on the other. 
Lindlay had been succenful; the 
iattt of<> the Albatross had been determined. 
From the prow, Dixon seised the advantage and 
raked the heart of the Albatross. 
The German 
lighter« received mortal wounds, and the deli- 
cate parts of the Ctorinan engine—the wires and

adjustments—were ruined by the stream of tllf 
machine gun's lead. 


Down, down, down, the defeated Albatrosi 
plunged, till Its nose crashed into the ground 
and a shot of flame marked the explosion of thf 
petrol tank. Again the antiaircraft guns of th« 
Germans blazed forth, this time without any 
compunction. 
But Dixon and Lindlay escaped 
and returned to their own lines with the infor- 
mation they had sought and risked a terrlbl« 
death to get. 


In the dull haze of the next morning's dawn 
the somberness of war was intensified. 
As the 
opposing forces sprang to life, from the British 
guns the first shots of that awful bombardment 
which preceded the Somme offensive began to 
rumble. 
Dixon and Lindlay's observations had 
been invaluable. 


The angry roars of the guns' spouting In- 
creased with the advance of day. 
Great arc«, 
screaming death, showed where the shrapnel 
pierced the air. 
Above, the eyes of the guns, 
the aerial squad, began to dance about, watch- 
ing the effect of the flre, and directing ^ too 
great or a too short battery. 


Counter activity marked the Germans' re- 
sponse. Their guns began to return the flre and 
the men made ready for the weird eventualities 
which war hardens men to. 


From above, they again noticed a high-flying 
plane, maneuvering yery much as the one had 
on the previous day. 
The daring aviator, now 
far in enemy territory, continued to disregard 
the danger he was in and to drop lower and 
lower. 
Soon he was close enough for the Ger- 
mans to discern the details of his craft. 


Something fluttering dropped from his prow 
and floated down to earth, finding rest amidst 
the wreckage of the Albatross. 
And, even as 
he mounted, a cheer followed him and the guna 
stopped their flrlng at htm. 
StnUght back to 
the British lines he went—and reported noth- 
ing of wh'at they had seen. 
The second l ^ h t 
was not one of observation,

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IMPORTANT HELPS IN TREE PRUNING 


Intdligeiit Pruning, at the Right Ttme, fs Absolutely Essential to the Pro- 
daction of the Best Fruit. 
It is Desirable That Trees Should Be 
Pruned Carefully from the Time They are Set, But Old, and Even 
L»ng Neglected Trees, May Often Be Given a New Lease of Life By 
Judicious Management. 


In pruning fnilt trees there are sev- 
eral objects to be obtained: (1) Sym- 
metrical. well-balanced heads: (2) the 
admission of sunlight and the free cir- 
culation of air to all parts of the tree 
tops, and (3) the maintenance of suf- 
ficient foliage to protect the branches 
and the fruit from the intense heat 
of the sun's rays which might other- 
wise be likely to scald and injure both 
the tree and the fruit. 
Two extremes 
are therefore to be avoided—too much 
siinlisbt and too litUe of i t 
Without 
«xinlight there would be no color to the 


and grow. 
Of these only four or five 
of the stronger that are to form the 
main branches should be allowed to 
remain and they should be distributed 
at equal distance apart around 
the 
stem, and should tend to an outward 
growth, to spread and make an open 
head. 
Sometimes -11 of these shoots 
are allowed to grow the first season 
in order to 
make 
the trunk 
more 
stocky and are not thinned out until 
the following spring. 
At the age of 
I two years, these five branches are cut 
' back to about one-half of the growth.

This can be fully demonstrated 
by the placing of a paper sack over 
the fruit when half grown; specimens 
thus treated would 
have 
no 
color 
whatever. 
The sun does the painting. 
It not only puts on the delicate tints, 
but it develops the higher quality, the 
delicious flavor and the aroma of the 
fruit. 
An apple, pear or peach ripen- 
ed on the inner lower branches where 
light does not penetrate is lacking in 
all the requisites that go to make good 
fruit. 
The fruit thus treated is with- 
out co'or and without quality. 


In many cases there is far too much 
pruning done in commercial orchards, 
but one cannot make a hard and fast 
rule that will apply to all sections of 
this great country. 


In sections where there is 
much 
cloudy and foggy weather the pruning 
should be more liberal than in sec- 
tions like Colorado and New Mexico 
and' other states where the sun's rays 
are much more intense. 


• Then again, the rules applicable to 
the pruning of the apple will not ap- 
ply < other species of fruit trees. 
The 
cherry requires liltle or no pruning at 
all. 


Pruning the apple tree should be- 
gin as .';oon as the trees have 
been 
planted by rutting back the one-year- 
old tree to the height from the ground 
tbat 
it 
is 
proposer 
to 
start 
the 
branches 
to form 
the head 
of 
the 
tree, which should be from 15 to 24 
fnehes from the ground. 
This cutting 
Itack will cause several buds to break 


3 Year 


On these five limbs that have 
been 
cut back five new shoots should be al- 
lowed to grow distributed around the 
stem at equal distances. 


This same system of pruning is con- 
tinued on the tree at three years of 
age. 


I 
In all, pruning to give the desired 
: form to the head, and especially while 
I th3 tree Is growing, 
the 
orchardist 
should keep clearly in mind the fu- 
ture form of the tree—that is, what it 
should be when old; for what 
may 
se€»m an open head when young may 
prove, when the tree is older, to be 
too dense and crowded, the branches 
too closely formed together for con- 
venience in getting around in gather- 
ing and thinning the fruit or giving 
the necessary pruning. 


During 
early springtime, 
or 
even 
late winter, for the convenience when 
the wood 
Is not frozen, 
each 
year 
every tree should be carefully looked 
over and branches which are likely to ' 
interfere 
with 
the 
adjoining 
ones 
should be cut out and the centers of 
the dense growth thinned out, side , 
branches which are making a stronger 
growth 
than 
the 
others 
should 
be 
checked by heading in the central or 
terminal shoots, and all parts of the 
tree should 
be 
cut 
back 
whenever 
needed to maintain an evenly balanced ! 
head. 
Some varieties have an upright 
habit of growth and some 
make 
a 
slender growth. 
Such need close at- 
teiition each year in cutting back one- 
half of last year's wood growth, leaving |

e to prepare for 
a profitable corn cr-p the following 
season. 
At com-rip.-ning time 
drop 
all other business 
nd select an abun- 
dance of seed corn. 
The process is 
too important to be conducted 
:nci- 
dentally while husking. 
When select- 
ing seed corn give the process your 
entire attention. 
Get the very 
b-st 
that is to "be had and preserve it well, 
and your increased yields will return 
you more profit than any other work 
you can do on your farm. 


In 13 years' investigations conducted 
upon Scioto River bottom soil 
near 
Piketon, Ohio, with Woodburn White 
i:>ent, U. S. Selection 77, the yield was 
.iiised from an average of 63 bushels 
.)[ dry shelled c o m from 1901 to 1907 
lo an average of 75 bushels from 1907 
o 1913. 
The principal Influence pro- 
-lucing this Increase in yield was the 
selection and the care of seed com. 


The only proper way to select seed 
corn is from the stalks standing where 
they grew, as soon as ripe and before 
the first hard freeze. 
As soon as the 
crop ripens go through the field with 
seed-picking bags and husk the ears 
from the stalks that have 
produced 
the 
most 
corn without 
having 
any 
special advantages such as space, mois- 
ture, or fertility. 
Avoid thé large ears 
on stalks standing singly with an un- 
usual amount of space around them. 
Preference should be given the plants 
that have produced most heavily in 
competition with a full stand of less 
productive plants. 
In all 
localities 
the inherent tendency of the plant to 
produce heavily of sound, dry, shelled 
,'orn is of 
most 
importance. 
Late- 
naturing plants with ears which are 
loavj' because of an excessive amount 
f f sap should be ignored. 
Sappiness 
rreatly increases the weight and 
is 
ikely to destroy the quality. 
In the 


Central and Southern States, all other 
things being equal, short, thick stalks 
are preferable. 
Short stalks are not 
so easily blown 
down 
and 
permit 
thicker 
planting. 
Thick 
stalks 
are 
not so easily broken 
down, and 
in 
general are more productive than slen- 
der ones. 
The tendency for c o m to 
produce suckers is hereditary. 
Other 
things 
being equal, seed should 
be 
taken from stalks that have* no suck- 
ers. 


The same day seed corn is gathered 
the husked ears should be put Jn a 
dry place where there is free circula- 
tion of air and placed in such a manner 
that the ears do not touch each other. 
This is the only safe procedure. 
Good 
seed is repeatedly ruined because it Is 
thought to be already 
dry 
enough 
when gathered and that the precau- 
tion mentioned above is unnecessary. 
Many farmers believe that their au- 
tumns are no dry that such care is 
superfluous. 
Seed c o m in every local- 
ity gathered at ripening time will be 
benefited by drying as suggested- 
If 
left In the husk long after ripening it 
may sprout or mildew during warm, 
wet weather or become infested with 
weevils. 
The vitality of seed is often 
reduced 
by 
leaving 
it 
in 
a 
sack 
or in a pile for even a day 
after 
gathering. 
During 
warm 
weather, 
with 
some 
moisture 
in 
the 
cc s 
and kernels, 
the ears heat or 
mil- 
dew 
in 
remarkably 
short 
time. 
The best possible treatment immedi- 
ately. after gathering is to string the 
ears. 
Ordinarily the best place to 
hang strings of ears is in an open shed 
or loft. 
Wire racks are more 
con- 
venient, and in the end cheaper, than 
binder twine. 
Such raclis may be 
made from electrically welded 
lawn 
fencing. 
The cutting of the fencing' 
into seed-com racks is done without 
any waste. 


Only during unusually damp weath- 
er at seed-gathering time will fire bo 
necessary. 
If heat is employed In a 
poorly ventilated room it will do the 
seed ears more injury than good. 
If 
^sed, the fire should be slow, long con- 
tinued. and situated below the seed 
ears, 
with 
good 
venti'aJtion 
above 
them. 


After hanging in the shed or lying 
on the racks for two months the seed 
ears should be as dry as a bone and 
contain less than 10 per cent of mois- 
ture. 
They can remain where they 
dried or be stored in mouse-proof, bar- 
rels, boxes, or crates during the winter, 
but i^ either case they must not be 
exposed to a damp atmosphere, for 
they will absorb moisture and be in- 
jured. 
Soma farmers place the thor- 
oughly dried seed ei..rs in the center 
of a wheat bin and fill the bin with 
loose, dry wheat. 


In localities where •weevils and grain 
moths injure stored grain, the thor- 
pughly dry seed ears should bo stored 
in very tight mouse-proof receptacles 
with 1 pound of moth balls or naph- 
thalene inclosed for each bushel of 
com- 
This quantity tightly 
Inclosed 
with the corn will prevent 
damage 
from these insects and will not injure 
the seed. 
If at any time signs of wee- 
vils or grain moths show on the com, 
it should be inclosed with carbon bi- 
sulphid in practically air-tight rooms, 
bins, boxes, or barrels for 48 hours. 
The bisulphid should be placed in shal- 
low dishes or pans on top of the seed. 
One-half pint is sufficient for a box 
or barrel holding 10 bushels or less. 
One pound is sufficient for a room or 
bin 10 feet each way. 
After fumiga- 
tion the ears must be thoroughly aired, 
taking care that no fire is 
present 
when the fumigating box Is opened. 


BOTH ARE NEEDED. 


Quite as much depends upon 
the 
proper preparation of the soil for the 
best development of plants as the use 
of fertilizers. 
A case in point 
that 
of an intelligent Missouri farmer who 
lived in a section where the idea pre- 
vailed that wheat could not be profit- 
ably grown there. 
He had tried to 
raise wheat on his farm, in the old, 
rough way, and could get but 10 or 12 
bushels per ccre. 
He visited the state 
experiment station at a time when a 
plot of ground was being prepared for 
wheat and became so impressed with 
their thorough methods of soil pre- 
paration that he prepared a field on 
his farm in the same way, and from 
this harvested a crop of 
35 bushels 
of good wheat per acre, the only fer- 
tilizer used being stable manure. 


K E E P HOGS F R E E FROM WORMS. 


the top bud on the side of the branch 
facing the direction to which it is in- 
tended to divert the growth. 
By this 
treatment there will be no difl3culty 
in shaping the tree into any desired 
form- 
Open spaces in the tree may 
be closed up; as, for instance, when 
the tree has been deprived of a neces- 
sary branch by accident or otherwise, 
the loss may be. recovered in time by 
pruning the adjoining branches so as 
to divert the growth into the portion 
made bare of branches.—G. B. Brack- 
ett, Pomologist. Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry, Washington, D. C., in Green's 
Fruit Grower. 


A hog that is infested with worms 
cannot produce pork economically, be- 
cause its system is not in normal con- 
dition. 
Furthermore, such a hog is 
also more 
susceptible 
to 
contagious 
and other diseases than one not af- 
fccted in that manner. 
We have of- 
ten made the statement that worms 
I are frequently the indirect cause of 
j cholera. 
Do 
not 
understand 
us 
to 
' say that worms will produce cholera- 
Far from it. 
Cholera is a germ dis- 
ease and can be produced only by the 
choiera germ, but a strong, vigorous 
hog is not nearly so susceptible 
to 
cholcra as is one whdfee system is in 
a run-down condition. 


A very good, practical remedy for 
worms consists in feeding one pound 
of copperas to 100 pigs for a period 
of five days. 
Then feed no copperas 
for six weeks; after that feed copper- 
as for five days'* a^ain as before and 
continue 
this 
intermittent 
cdpperas 
feeding from birth to block. 
The 
copperas should be dissolved in water 
and mixed with the grain, preferably 
ground 
grain 
of 
some 
kind. 
Many 
hog 
feeders are 
using this 
remedy 
and recommend it very highly. 


PROGRESS OF SHEEP INDUSTRY. 


Sumac is one of the best plants to 
hold soil on a steep bank. 
To prevent 
their growing rough and stiff, they 
should be mowed to the ground each 
spring. The autumn coloring of sumac 
foliage and fruit is especially good. 


It Is a remarkable fact that, within 
the past 35 years the sheep of 
the 
United States have changed wonder- 
fully. 
Formerly two-thirds were lit- 
tle Merinos and were raised 
mainly 
for wool, with mutton as the incident, 
whereas 
today two-thirds 
are 
Eng- 
lish mutton sheep raised for 
meat, 
and with wool as the incident. 
There 
arte many 
Merinos on the 
Western 
ranges but most of them are fully 
one-third 
larger than they were 
in 
1882, when there were plenty of sheep 
and not enough good muttons to talk 
about 
The change was caused by the 
continual 
reduction in the price 
of 
wool, which closed many wool grow- 
ers out of business. 
Now that 
the 
change has taken place, it is very good 
for those who remain or Intend to go 
into the business. 


ROSIN IN POUiyfRY-PICKING. 


Some : oultrymen in the south nse 
rosin in dressing 
poultry, 
claiming 
that by its use they can do the work 
quicker and more thoroughly. 
The 
fowl is first dipped In cold water, then 
with a perforated can powdered rosin 
is sprinkled all over the feathers. The 
fowl is then scalded In the usual man- 
ner. and the whole coat—pin feathers 
and all—it is said, comes off very eas- 
ily in the mass, and the job is com- 
plete. 
It does not in the least affect 
the appearance of the skin.

Poultrymen everywhere have Ions 
recognized the value of beef scraps as 
food for the laying hen. 
College and 
Experiment Station men have found by 
their tests that the use of butteraiilk 
or sour milk reduces the cost of pro- 
duction per dozen of eggs as com- 
pared with either beef scraps or no 
meat ration. 
Sour milk is cheaper 
than beef scraps as it is on the aver- 
age farm. 
Mr. W. R. Graham tested 
three different breeds of chickens and 
reported that the use of either butter- 
milk or beef scraps reduced the cost 
of egg production very greatly. 
Mr. 
A- G. Phillips found that when 
no 
meat or other animal food was fed to 
hens In their ration they laid thirty- 
two eggs apiece while those which re- 
ceved meat scraps laid a hundred and 
thirty-five eggs apiece and those that 
received skimmed milk laid 135.4 egga

In tests conducted wtth three twen- 
ty-flve bird pens, about two^thirds of 
the ration given to each pen consisted 
of a scratch food made by mbdng two 
parts of com and on© part of wheat. 
The remainder of the feed given to 
each pen was a mash made by mlxinsr 
bran, middlings or shorts and 
c o m 
meal for the no-meat pen. or the pen 
which received no animal food what- 
ever. 
The sour milk pen received the 
same mash and all the sour milk the 
fowls wanted, while the beef scrap pen 
received the same mash with the ad- 
dition of beef scrap mixed witli the 
mash. 


The usnal poultry yard method of 
feeding was followed practically 
the 
only difference being in the 
protein 
concentrate or the animal food given 
to the hens. 
In the morning a little 
scratch feed was sprinkled in the straw 
litter deep enough to make the fowls 
scratch and take exercise. 
Water was 
placed in clean pails and a pan of sour 
milk was given to the sour milk pen. 
At noon the proper amotmt of 
dry 
mash was measured into trough and 
green feed was frequently given at the 
same time during the winter. 
Two 
or three times a week the fowls were 
made to eat more of the mash 
by 
mixing the dry mash with water or 
with milk in case of the sour milk pen. 
This wet mash was fed at the rate of a 
handful for every four birds. 
At night j 
the scratch feed was given again and 
the birds were allowed to eat all they 
would in order that they might go to 
roost with full crops. 
The 
purpose 
of this method of feeding was to keep 
the hens busy all day and keep their 
appetites keen and yet give them all 
the feed they would use. 
Feeding a 


65 per hen for the y«ar- 
The beef 
fed hens laid an average of 107 esES 
apiece or almost twice as many as the 
no-meat hens and the sour-milk hens 
beat them both with an averase of 
131 eggs a piece or almost two aaid a 
half 
as 
many 
as 
the 
no-meat 
hens. 
There is no «nestion bat that 
the meat scrap and sour milk Is re- 
sponsible for the great increase In the 
number of eggs laid.

The probable effect upon the poeksl 
book, of course, decides what rati<m a 
pooltryman will choose, and a ^ a a c e 
at the results of the above experiments 
show that the fowls fed no meat, milk 
or other animal food laid only 1373 
eggs tn return for the $22.90 worth of 
feed they ate, or that at twenty eenta 
a dozen they returned 
eggs 
worth 
$23.90. 
In other words the pooltry- 
man gave his work for nothias and 
paid $1 more for the feed than the eggf 
returned him in ca&h.

Italian nation has always nourished the 
most sympathetic feelings for the Polish 
people and we have full confidenco that 
the victory of the allied armies will foil 
the illusory plan formed by our enemies 
in contempt of the law of nations and 
conventions in force. The royal govern- 
ment can only rejoice at the declarations 
already made by the Imperial government 
guaranteeing the autonomy of the united 
Polish peoples which has been the ideal 
of that noble nation."

Governor Ralston has announced t^iat in his final official message 


to W delivered to the Indiana legislatOii'e^vhe^ it convenes in Jauuarj 
a week ill advance of the termination of '\he Ralston tenure of oft'iee 
he will include a recommendation fjir the calling of a constitution 
convention in Indiana. Just how seriously the action will be takei 
by a legislature heavily adverse to the governor politically remains, 
of course, to be seen, but here's hoping the recommendation of the re- 
tiring governor will receive serious attention and favorable action. 
It should have both. 


Efforts in recent years to secure constitutional revision in In- 


diana are more or less familiar to the average newspaper reader. 
Governor Kalston declared for it in 1912. Against the champions of 
a new constitution has been a manifestly strong element which op- 
posed any change whatever. Some of this element have been candid 
enough to admit that opposition was not based on a- belief that the 
present state constitution is adequate in every way, but on the selfish 
ground that revision might bring about equal suffrage, a possibility 
of state-wide prohibition or other innovations to whicji they were bit- 
terly aidi unalterably opposed. They feared to take a chance lest 
in getting"many things manifestly needed there might also be forced 
upon them'some things they do not want. It is this faction which 
has constituted the chief opposition to a new constitution for the 
state tq'replace the document now sonic sixty years old and wholly 
inadequate/in its response tq modern ideas of government. 


Governor Marshall, near the close of his term, attempted to 


remedy some of the constitutional defects by a system of amendment 
which the courts killed off as beiug in contravention to the docu- 
ment's'provisions regarding amendments. Four years ago both the 
republicans' and the progressives, confronted by the amendment 
proposition' and conceiving that some stand on the question was im- 
perative, declared in their state platforms for a constitutional con- 
vention to re-write the state's charter. Nothing came of it, of course, 
in view of political results that year. With the state government in 
Indiana soon to go into complete control of the republicans, that 
party may very consistently take up the question again and provide 
the constitutional convention, even at the farewell suggestion of a 
democratic governor. The Sentinel trusts it will do it. 


It is gratifying to observe that one Indiana regiment-r-the Third 


•-^composed of companies from a dozen northern Indiana towns, lias 
bieenqrdered home.from the Mexican border, and that the prospec* 
is that they will be returned to the home station by Thanksgiving 
day. While from this distance there does not appear to have been any 
marked change in the situation that called for the presence of the 
guardsmen on the border, Washington must have concluded that the 
tcoops can be spared, and there is no disposition to hold them in 
Texas longer than is absolutely necessary. Despite the fact that these 
Hposier soldiers have happily not been called upon to enter Mexico 
they have performed a distinct service, and their prompt response to 
the call of their country was distinctly to their credit. Northern In 
iliana will gladly welcome their return and will profoundly trus 
that developments within a short time will permit the withdrawal o 
the remaining guardsmen as well.

Sailors Find 


Food for 
Great Herds 
ofCattlethatAre 
Seized Around 
Saloniki Despite 
Greeks Protest.

1 HE business of foraging for 


food in war time is ordi- 
narily supposed to tie part oE 
a soldier's work, to be tho 
necessary 
duties 
of 
land 


forces advancing into a new 
country, 
and 
obliged, be- 


cause of the difficulties of 
obtaining provisions, to help 
.^ .^. 
themselves to the provender 


of thecountry in which they are operating. 
But to think of naval forces as engaged in the 
same sort of work is not only highly unusual, 
but rarely ever done. 


This curious anomaly, however, has come out 


o£ the present great war. 
The British fleet 


which has been blockading the Aegean waters 
has done just this very thing. Far from its 
bases, the fleet has been obliged to live oft the 
country. And the Greeks, neutrals, are suffer- 
ing for it. 


Around Saloniki cattle raising Is one of the 


extensive occupations of the Greek land owners. 
And it has been upon these cattle that the 
sailors of the fleet have been living for some 
time past. 
Foraging expeditions have been 


going abhore, and, coming upon a herd o£ likely- 
looking cattle, compelling the owner to drive 
thoti to the coast, where they are slaughtered 
and taken aboard the ships, to be quartered 
and eaten in the ships' mess. As for payment 
for tho cattle—well, that may come later, and 
again it may not. 


Quite natural it is that tho natives should 


resent s^ch usurpation as another 
of 
the 


entente allies' offensive acts to Greek neu- 
trality. 
The Government of Greece, however, 


is not; in a position to oppose these acts with 
sufficient force to gain anything by armed 
measures. 
But the people arc. not so calm. 


They, individually, have made the work of the 
foraging expeditions not only unpleasant, but 
extremely hazardous. 


Tho resentment of the Greeks has been grow- 


ing with each new herd of cattle seized. The 
sailors have beon encountering a more deter- 
mined opposition, and, in fact, have, in some 
cases, returned, not only without cattle, but 
Trlthout one or two members of the party. 


The country Is just the kind to afford the 


native ample opportunity to Imperil the foragers 
and to make their incursions fraught with 
potential danger- Many accounts of the resist- 
ance of the natives have been told, but tho ex- 
perience of Robert Alexander Carter of tha 


royal navy is probably as close a. call as any 
single-handed fighter in the foraging expedition 
has had. Attacked treacherously in the night 
by the man whose roof was shelting him, h« 
escaped death only by tha quickness of his 
hand and mind, and returned to his friends 
with his arm hopelessly shattered. 


The foraging expeditions had 
twice gon» 


ashore, and each time had found no cattle. 
The natives were bland, very bland. They did 
not know where there were any cattle; the 
English had taken them all, the Greeks ex- 
plained. 
But tho sailors -were not to be de- 


ceived by the subtleties of the land folk. 
In 


the obviously feigned ignorance of tha natives 
the British caught the hidden challenge. How 
to take up that challenge was a problem of 
some difficulty. 


Carter was selected for the effort, A young 


fellow, only 20 years of age, he had a various 
experience in life. He was a good shot, a good 
fencer, could ride well and was generally the 
type of man, a. sort of cosmopolitan, upon' 
whom dependence could 'be placed for such an 
enterprise. 


Carter left Saloniki and started for the army 


by a route which had not been before traveled 
by the British forces. It was a longer route 
and not so easy to use. This course would 
bring Carter through a new country and give 
him ample opportunity to survey a section of 
Northern Greece heretofore unfamiliar to the 
British. 
If any cattle were there, certainly 


they would have boen driven Into this unfre- 
que'nted section of the country to secure them 
against English foraging. 


He rode for two days on his reconnoltering 


expedition, without seeing any of the signs 
that he had been sent to find. An occasional 
peasant's home along the wt.y and a few of the 
peasants working in tho field were the only 
manifestations he found that the country' was 
inhabited. 


The first night he aie and slept with one of 


the natives. The people of the country seemed 
not so bitter against the army as they weru 
towards the men of the navy.

In two California penitentiaries—Folsom 
and San Qu'ntln. the most noted prisons 
In the west. 


Outside of Xapa, Cal., the. state main- 


tains a prison farm of 2,700 acres, where 
men-are placed on their honor not to 
run away. There is not. a. lock or Ucy o> 
the place. In spite of this face only six 
men have escaped during the ten month 
the farm has been in operation. 


"Tha farm is filling a long felt want in j 


California," said Warden James John- j 
Eton, of San Quentin. "It has lonn been | 
recognized that It is wrong to put youth- , \- 
ful offenders among old and hardened j 
convicts. With this thought in mind the 
farm was established. 


"In all 35 prisoners have been ?ent to 


the farm and 23 are making good there 
now. 
I regard this showing as remark- 


able when it is considered that there is 
not a bolt or bar on the place. The only 
legally free man ther« is the unarmed 
foreman. 


"In selecting prisoners to go to tho 


farm only first offenders are considered. 
They must be young and show that they 
ean be reformed. No man is sent to 
the farm whos* prison term exceeds five 
years." 


- Warden Jack Smith, of Folsom, said: 


"The fact that it is human nature to 


respect confidence Is exemplified In our 
experience at Folsom with the honor sys- 
tem among <-onvlct3. 


"Folsom penitentiary Is the temporary 


abode of over 1,200 convicted men, and 
few institutions of a like character in 
the United States allow greater personal 
liberty among their inmates. 


"Situated as Folsom is In a sparsely 


settled portion of the state, with hills, 
mountains a.n<3 dense underbrush near at 
hand, the opportunity for a successful es- 
cape is always presented. 


"Furthermore, the prison tract covers 


nearly 500 acres of land, and cultivates 
with convict labor about 125 acres. The 
balance is rough grazing land and over 
one-half of the men engaged In attend- 
ing to the work done on It ars unre- 
strained by walls or guard towers. They 
are nominally free to come and go o 
their own volition. 


"During the three years of my admin

"From my experience as a priso 


CfficltJ, both at Folsom and San Quontln 
I am heartily in favor of the honor sys 
tern.
